ons and in social and cul- 
tural matters for the pur: 
pose of raising the stan- 
dard of living of its peo- 
ples. of fostering closer 
relauions among its mem- 
bers and of contributing 
to the progress and develop. 
ment of the African con- 
tinent. 

In short, the main ob- 
jective of ECOWAS is the 
rapid and balanced deve- 
lopment of West Africa. 
The Treaty envisages co- 
operation in not only the 


economic sectors but also 
in social and cultural af- 
fairs. 

Therefore, from its aims 
and objectives, it is clear 
that ECOWAS is more 
than a free trade zone, a 
customs union, a comMon 
mar..et or even an econo- 
Mic union.

— The Social and Cul- 
tural Affairs Commission. 

Each of these Commis- 
sions is made up of experts 
from all the Member 
States and their duty 1s to 
draw up programmes in 
their relevant fields of com- 
petence and assess to 
the implementation of 
such programmes. 


The Treaty envisages 
other technical bodies such 
as a Capital Issues Com- 
mittee and the Committee 
of Governors of Central 
Banks. 

A Tribunal of the Com- 
munity is provided for 
to see to the correct inter- 
pretation and application 
of the provisions of the 
Treaty and the Protocols 
and also to resolve any 
disputes that may arise. 


There is provision for 

the creation of any other 
apecialised and technical 
bodies should the need 
arise. 
Ao Executive Secretariat 
performs the main admi 
nistrauve and executive 
funcuons of the Communi- 
ty and services all the 
other institutions. 

It is also the duty of 
the Secretariat to initiate 
cnd propose policy mea- 
‘ures and programmes to 
the technical commissions. 

At the head of the Se- 
cretariat is the Executive 
Secretary — the chief exe- 
cutive of the Community — 
who is assisted by two 
Deputy Executive Secre- 
\aries responsible for the 
two branches of the Secre- 
tariat, Administrative and 
Economic matters respec- 
tively. 

Under the Deputy Fx>- 
cutive Secretary for Admi- 
nistration there are four 
directors who are in 
charge of the following 
departments: Administra- 
tion, Finance, Legal Af- 
fairs and Social and Cul- 
tural Affairs. The Deputy 
Executive Secretary for 
Economic Affairs also has 
under him four directors 
who head the following 


departments: 

(i) Trade, Customs, Im- 
migration, Mor tary and 
Payments; 

(ii) Industry, Agricul- 
ture and Natural Resour- 
ces; 

(iii) Transport, Tele- 
communications and Ener- 


gy; and 
(iv) Economic Research 
and Statisucs.

Diabi Quatara, the Executive Secretary of ECOWAS, added that Member states sheuld 
atrive for free trade so that we could determine the profit margin of the com- 
mercial sectors within the region. 


Mr. Akibo=Bette called on ECOWAS to ensure that ite activities were at grass-root 
level in order to ascertain a continuity of the programme of the comsunity. 


He longed for the day when African people would be free to span the length and 
breadth of the continent. 


Dr. Aboubakar Ouatara [as published) briefed the Minister about developments 
within ECOWAS during the last four years, making a special reference to the tele- 
communications programme due to take off shortly. 
ECOWAS activities during that period, Dr. Ouattara [sic] went on, had been geared 
towards laying a solid foundation in which the organisation could feel confident 
in dealing with the world. 
The Executive Secretary also highlighted the organisation of a West African 
mirket in line with the organisations’ trade liberalisation programme, as well as 
facilitating the movement of people within the region.

"It is a very expensive programme which requires a number of administrative 
issues to be dealt with," said ECOWAS Executive Secretary, Dr. Aboubakarr 
Diaby-OQuattara in an exclusive interview with the DAILY MAIL. 


Dr. Viaby-Quattara said that the discussions of the commissions were very 
expensive because of the importance of the subjects.

[Text] The ECOWAS Council of Ministers went into late session last night putting 
final touches to their recommendations which this week will be presented to the 
Weat African leaders of the l6-member regione] economic grouping. 


The Ministers are expected to adopt the recommendations this morning well ahead 
of schedule for the summit which opens in Freetown tomorrow. 


Meanwhile the Council of Ministers has adopted the report of the sub-commission 
on energy, transport and communications with one reservation. 


At a press briefing last evening, the Director of the Commission, Mr. Daniel Faux 
reported that in the area of transport corporation, an inter-state road vehicle 
insurance scheme had been established to ensure that vehicles travelling from one 
state to another are insured for third party liability. 


The Scheme also seeks to harmonise highway liberalization of member countries and 
the conditions under which road transportation can be undertaken with the Com- 
munity. 


Mr. Faux said that recommendations to set up a road transport administrative 
framework, separate from existing road transport departments in member countries 
were rejected by the Council of Ministers. 


The ECOWAS postal-programme, he said, which aims at the signing, among other 
things, of the type of vehicle to be used in the transportation of postal matters 
was lso adopted. 


The programme will cost five million dollars. 


A recommendation of a special telecommunications fund was also approved by the 


Council, its obtective of which is to provide money for training, purchasing 
equipment and the running of seminars for technicians in posts and telecommunica- 


tions in member countries. 


The Director of Economic Research, Dr. J. Manu told the press that the recom 
mendation on financial regulations and common budgetary nomenclature by the 
Financial Controller in respect of the fund and the Secretariat, Financial Con- 
trollers role and that of the Auditor were approved. 


Suspension of Article 20 Urged

The Libyan army in Chad, the GUNT communique continued, should take no initiatives 
without the previous agreement of Mr Goukouni. The communique also announces that 
Libyan officers were relieved of their duties by decision of the GUNT, which “id not 
go into other epecifics. But it is believed that they played a crucial role in the 
April confrontations at Abeche. 


In hie coneern to restore calm to the region, the GUNT leader has asked the elements 
belonging to his foreign minister and those of "FROLINAT-Volcano" [FROLINAT#=Chadian 
National Liberation Front] to leave Abeche and Adre immediately to be replaced by 

a mixed group, “in accordance with the wishes of the people." Is the GUNT president 
ridding himself of his ally Qadhdhafi? Nothing of the kind. 


All these problems were discussed during Mr Goukouni's recent trip to Tripoli, a 
journey, which according to the communique, was aimed at “defining Chad-Libya relations 
after the Abeche incidents.” 


Meanwhile, a dispatch from the Sudan News Agency (SUNA), citing an FAN [Northern 
Armed Forces] communique, indicated that troops of Mr Goukouni's FAP and those of 
the interior minister, Mr Mahamat Abba Seid, have joined up with the FAN forces of 
Mr Hissein Hebr« . 


A Grip on the Economy 


On the other hand, in a communique distributed to the foreign press in Cairo, FAN 
claims that “Libya is in the process of strengthening its grip over Chad by the creation 
of economic and political structures to supplement its military presence."

REACTION TO MITTERRAND'S ELECTORAL VICTORY 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 17 May 81 pp 26-27 
[Article by Mendes le Oliveira: "France: Mitterrand President!") 


[Excerpts] The presidential character of the French constitv*ion, the agreement 
already achieved between socialists and communists and the very dynamics of the 
change in the balance of power (necessarily involving the working classes and its 
labor institutions) presage an important political movement in this powerful Western 
European country. On the opposite side of the fence, ready to close ranks and 
freeze this movement at all costs are the multinationals and big business. 


At any rate, following its victory at the polls, the French left has already an- 
nounced the first measures for the assumption of power. 


On the day following Mitterrand's election, the Socialist Party announced that it 
will soon hold talks with the Communist Party for the formation of a new government. 


It is expected that the first executive measures will be the nationalization of a 
series of multinational enterprises of strategic interest to the economy and the new 
French policy and the institution of a free educational system through a “unified 
and lay" public service for national education, independent of any control or in- 
fluence by the monopolies. 


Southern Africa Policy 


The first foreign policy statement made by the new president is related to his posi- 
tion vis-a-vis Southern Africa's political issues. 


Francois Mitterrand expressed his unequivocable opposition to "paratheid," advo- 
cating military and economic sanctions, which include an embargo, in order to apply 
pressureon the South African regime; he also stated that he supports politically 
the region's liberation movements. 


On the Namibian question, Mitterrand stated that negotiations should reopen urgently, 
adding that if the “contact group" would not do so, France is ready to study the 
ways and means for a solution together with the other interested governments. 
Evidencing a global vision of the problems in Southern Africa, the new chief of 
state also advocated the need for increased economic .id for the development of 

the Frontline States. 




















Comparison of these positions to those held by the former president--support of 
the Pretoria regime and repression of the national liberation movement-~-shows 
that they are totally opposed. There are significant indications of the aew pros- 


pects opening up. 


An End To Interventioniam 


Mitterrand also declared that he favors support for the struggle of the Saharan 
and Eritrean peoples. 


One of the main concerns of the African countries in relation to the former French 
Government was ite interventionist policy: direct military intervention or the 
dispatch of mercenaries (protected by the French secret services) were permanent 
threats to the stability and the right of each country to solve its internal prob- 
lems. Mitterrand was categorical: No interventionist operations will take place 
during his presidency. 


The new French president also stated that he is for the demilitarization of the 
Indian Ocean, the reintegration of Mayotte into the Comoro Islands and the "strug- 
gle against Libyan expansionism in Africa." 


Concern in the West's Chessboard 


Another field where the election of the socialist candidate has had (and will in- 
creasingly have) interesting repercussions is within the "Western bloc," where 
France was, naturally, an element of utmost strategic importance for imperialist 
interests. In spite of the fact that initial reactions have been cordial, it was 
easy to detect their purely formal nature, as well as the concern awakened by the 
election results, which revealed that the West did not actually expect a Mitterrand 
victory, despite its fear of it. 


Only thus can Helmut Schmidt's immediate visit to Great Britain be understood, to 
consult about “the situation evolving from the socialist candiate's victory," or 

the strange reaction of the U.S. Government, which hit on the formula of the sen- 
sational discovery of identical points of view between the Reagan Administration 

and the French left.... 


Less subtle (as always) was the Pretoria regime, which immediately expressed the 
fear that the new Paris government will nationalize the French consortium in charge 
of building a new nuclear plant in South Africa.... 


The new French positions vis-a-vis issues related with the EEC, the negotiations be- 


tween the West and the socialist bloc and the Reagan Administration's proposals for 
a cold war and an arms race are also expected (and will be carefully followed).

REGRET EXPRESSED OVER POOR PARTICIPATION LN MAY DAY HOLIDAY 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 10 May 81 pp 14-15 
[Article by Luis David: "The Celebration Is Both Yours ind Ours") 


[Excerpts] On a grey day, thousands of workers braved the rain that was threatening 
the nation's capital to parade down the streets leading to the Praca da Independencia 
with their flags and slogans, if not--or at least rarely--with their solidarity and 
fighting songs. 


And if joy and liveliness did not reach their highest pitch, one must find the 
reasons for it. Far away or close, they must exist, because it is impossible to 
believe that people do not like a holiday, that they do not know how to dance and 
sing. Obviously, the state of mind that allows the exteriorization of such satis- 
faction has not yet been tempered in the fire of this day's political significance, 
this day of the culminating celebration of the world's producers. 


If those thousands of workers who paraded before so many others lining up the 
streets did not give evidence of their joy, it is because they do not yet feel 

that this celebration belongs to them. It is because May Day has not been felt 

as a pause in everyone's workday, as a day of deep reflection, as a day to celebrate 
in the streets in the spirit of brotherliness which expresses ideological identity. 


That May Day does not yet represent the tradition existing in other countries and 
other continents can be understood, as can the fact that national independence was 
not achieved through the confrontation with and the overthrow of the oppressing 

power in the factories, but was the result of the guerrilla which started and de- 
veloped in rural areas. Mozambican workers were not forged in the trade union strug- 
gle developed wherever capitalist exploitation is felt in all its aggressiveness, 

be it in Eucope or in the Americas. 


In Mozambique, May Day was never the day of Mozambican workers. It may well be 
that the lack of joy and communication on this day belonging to international work- 
ers is due to the absence of such a practice. 


To be sure, May Day commemorations were organized with great care. Workers, stud- 
ents and professors, soldiers and factory workers poured out.

SIXTH FOUR=YEAR "LAN SUBMITTED TO HIGHER PLANNING COUNCIL 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 8 May 81 p 3 
[Article by Djib Diedhiou) 


[lext! The sixth quadrennial development plan for Senegal-~-1961-1985--was submitted 
yesterday morning, in the conference hall of the ministry of foreign affairs, to the 
higher planning council headed by the chief of estate, Mr Abdou Diouf. Ite broad 
lines and specific pointe were assessed, discussed, and amended by members of the 
government team and by Prime Minister Habib Thiam. The plan, now that it has been 
adopted by this body, will next be submitted to the consultative general assembly 

of the supreme court, before being presented to the national assembly for final 
adoption. 


This sixth quadrennial development plan is set down in a document consisting of 

five volumes. The first is an analysis of the evolution in Senegal's economic 
condition and describes prospects for 1981-1985, while the others examine progress in 
the various sectors, their record of accomplishments, general directions, programs 
of action, and financing. In the presentation made yesterday before the higher 
planning cowneil, Mr Louis Alexandrenne, the minister of planning and cooperation, 
said that the planning work had taken into consideration the broad lines of the plan 
of action set forth in Lagos by the OAU [Organization of African Unity) conference 
of heads of state and government of 26-29 April 1960. It is also faithful to the 
broad directions enunciated by President Abdou Diouf in his message to the nation, 
and conforms with the program of activities the prime minister recently presented 

to the national assembly. 


in analyzing developments in Senegal's economic and social situation, Mr Alexandrenne 
noted that from 1959 to 1980 gross domestic production increased at an average annual 
rate of 2.3 pereent, with some accelerated growth starting in 1973 at a rate of 2.75 
percent. The primary sector continues to account for 28 percent of gross domestic 
production [GDP]. The secondary and tertiary sectors account respectively for 26 and 
46 percent of this GDP. As for end consumption, it is fairly strong, at 84 percent 
of cbr. Along with the deficit in our balance of trade, it te at the origin of the 
small share of GDP devoted to domestic savings and investment. 


Prices had a major effect on the overall performance of the economy, particularly the 
increase in world prices for imported construction materials. Similarly the readjust- 
ment of the interoccupational guaranteed minimum wage [SMIG] had a major effect. As 

for the state's expenditures and revenue, they grew at a rate of 7.2 percent per year. 
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hie increase became more rapid starting with the 1972-1973 budgetary period, when 
it reached an average of 14,/ percent, The state was obliged to resort increasingly 
to external borrowing to meet ite investment expenditures, as domestic savings were 
insufficient to evercome the budgetary deficit, 


Difficult Conjuncture 


With regard to the current statue of the fifth quadrennial development plan which 
will conclude in 2 months, Mr Alexandrenne pointed out that it was carried out during 
a difficult conjuneture in the world economic situation. At the halfway point, ite 
budget was adjusted downward by 4 percent, or from Fr CPA 416 billion down to Fr CRA 
398 billion. Only national projects were affected by that revision (407 billion to 
398 billion), while community and local projects got increased funding. The projects 
in the first category ae a whole had a 73.1 percent completion ratio, while projects 
in the second category reached 61.7 percent. Performance in the primary, secondary, 
and tertiary sectors reached 73 percent of the targeted level, Performance in the 
quaternary sector reached 62 percent, 


The sixth plan, which ie soon to be submitted to the national assembly, contains 
innovations both in terme of methodology and in terme of procedures followed in ite 
elaboration. Recent data from the national accounting office has been taken into 
consideration, and a global strategy has been defined consisting of broad directions 
and the goals prescribed for the economy. Also, the national and regional planning 
co=-missions worked from precise guidelines from the ministry of trusteeship. Then 
they determined the programs of action and outlook for the various sectors. 





in terms of general directions, three domains were considered: the productive sectors, 
the indirectly productive sectors, and the budget and external trade. With respect 

to the directly productive sectors, the thrust of rural development will be to 

reabsorb the food deficit, to maintain a producer price policy that provides monetary 
incentive, to build hydraulic works in order to control and exploit water resources, 

to improve the cooperative system by helping the rural sector to manage its activities 
and by supporting the expansion of agricultural credit; and, finally, to fight 
desertification. 


In the industrial sector, the traditional energy sources locked in the earth must be 
exploited, and new sources of energy must be utilized. Industrial growth will be 
marked by the promotion of small and medium-sized enterprises, and industries that are 
labor-intensive. The technical, economic, and geographical integration of industrial 
activities will also be encouraged, especially with respect to the possibilities 
opened up by the existence of sub-regional organizations (CEAO-ECOWAS [West African 
Economic Community-Economic Community of West African States], OMVS [Senegal River 
Development Organization], OMVG [Gambia River Development Organization]. 


The sixth plan anticipates that tourism--another directly productive sector--will 
be decentralized, and its activities will be promoted and diversified; the sector 
should provide an increasing number of jobs, and national and international tourism 
should be integrated. 


Maintenance and Upkeep 


in transport, telecommunicat ions, and administrative intrastructure--which are not 
directly productive sectors--we must ensure the maintenance and upkeep of existing 
infrastructure. The initiators of the sixth plan are also taking into account 
observations made by the economic and social council. In terms of social policy, 
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it wil! be a question of filling personnel needs in the short and long term by 
vdecation and training, dapreving sanitary and health conditions, and alee quality of 
vuvironment, Also needed are further development of scientific and technical research 
in order to cope with the problems the Senegalese economy is facing, 


An effort must aleo be made to balance the budget. To do this, we will need to 
increase the allocation of funds to the national infrastructure budget, and orient 
subeidtee toward financing investments programmed in the budget. We may have to 
resort to borrowing to cover budget deficits, With respect to foreign trade, we 
will have te work to achieve a better trade balance by increasing exports. And 
here, the best way of stimulating them is to facilitate administrative procedures, 
and to wove ahead with tax and customs incentives. We will reduce imports by a 
system of general regulation based on overseeing the goods imported, their quantity 
and quality, whatever they are and from wherever they come, 


Aceordin, te the overall targete of the plan, the trade deficit should go from 16 
pereent in 1980 down to 5 percent by 1985. In order to reach thie aim, exports 
will heve to inerease at the same rate as gross domestic production, in other words 
at 3.5 percent, and importe will undergo selective compression, declining by an 
average of 1.6 percent per year, 


This sixth plan is inspired by the initiative of the national group on the out Look 
for Senegal in the year 2001 which held ite first conference in Dakar in 1971, and 
which had devised a development scheme that was endogenous, self-reliant, and 
integrated, 


Rigorous Selection 


With regard to prices and wages, it will be a question of stimulating production by 
applying fair pricing. We will maintain the purchasing power of the urban workers 
and the rural sector by readjustments. Budgetary savings will be improved, and 
household savings will be encouraged. The institution of a “contract-plan" with the 
main institutions in the para-public sector, the progressive reduction of subsidies 
to this sector, strengthening the supervision of administration, will also make it 
possible to make improvements in the operations of these establishments. A national 
plan for territorial development and the exploitation of every region's economic 
potential will make it possible to eliminate gradually regional disparties. 


Looking at the financing of the sixth plan, the overall total of investments comes 

to Fr CFA 464 billion, One must also take into account here the Fr CFA 363 billion 
in «ros» Cixed capital formation necessary to reach the overall rate of economic 
growth of 3.5 pereent per year called for between 1981 and 1985. It is in fact on 
this basis that the government signed a structural adjustment loan-credit agreement 
with the World Bank, Ninety-six percent of investments (or 447 billion) are intended 
for netional projects, and 4 percent (16.3 billion) for community and local projects. 


the \\ricus projects that were approved were rigorously selected. The higher planning 

counc ti oevertheless conceded that those projects which were not inscribed in the 

plan could be incorporated later, during the execution of the plan, provided that 

they did sot entail recurrent financing expenditures. It must also be noted that 

25 percent of the projects included in the plan were started during the fifth plan. 

Here it is a question of persevering to their completion. The primary sector, in 

terms of carrying out the sixth plan, will receive Fr CFA 106.652 billion (or 24 

percent of the total package). This total will be allocated as follows: °° percent 
agriculture, 10 percent to stock raising, 11 percent to fishing, 10 percent to 
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forests and to conservation of the environment, and 1/7 percent to rural and village 
water projects, This will facilitate large projects such as the Diama and Manantali 
dams, new SAED [expansion unknown) agricultural development projects (amounting 
ultimately to 17,000 to 25,000 hectares), while not neglecting the traditional 
agricultural sector as the governor of the river region asked and the construction of 
regional slaughterhouses at Diourbel, Tamba, Ziguinchor, Louga, and Kaolack, etc, 


The secretary of state for maritime fishing and the secretary for water and forest 
resources, a8 well as the minister for rural development, have suggested that a new 
distribution of the funde for the sectors they respectively administer be effected 

in order to achieve better balance, To the secondary sector goes 151.8 billion, 

And 16 percent will ve earmarked for energy, 81 percent for industry, and 3 percent 

for artisanal development. The SOTEXKA [expansion unknown) textile complex at Kaolack, 
Chemical Industries of Senegal (ICS), the expansion of SOCOCIM |[West African Cement 
Company), the CSS [Senegalese Sugar Company) and the African Refining Company, uranium 
prospecting, exploitation of Light and heavy oi] on-shore and off-shore from Casamance: 
such are the projects to be carried out, And with respect to energy, as the tendency 
is toward a reduction in consumption because of energy conservation, it will be a 
question of keeping the rate of increase of energy consumption within reasonable 
proportions, while maintaining the flexibility to make adjustments as needed, 


Realistic Results 


In the tertiary sector, 99.3 billion will be allocated, with 12 percent going to 
touriem, and 85 percent going to transport and telecommunications infrastructure. 
Construction of the Barrachois hotel in Dakar, completion of the Usima hotel~village 
at Boucotte (Casamance), construction of the Louga-Dahra, Tamba-Dianke-Makan, 
Kedougou-Saraya, Ourossogui-Bakel roads, etc., are the major activities to be under- 
taken. The head of state insisted that the proposed hotel training school should 

be put back in the revised sixth plan, in case it should be needed. For safety 
reasons he asked for improvements in the radar system at Dakar-Yoff airport, as well 
as the construction of a repair facility for the big planes that use the airport. 


With respect to the quaternary sector, 89.969 billion will be spent. Some of the 
projects are the construction of 2,000 primary classrooms (600 more than in the fifth 
plan), a technical teaching school at Bignona, a highschool in Tamba, the opening 

of the University of St Louis, to where the faculty of letters, friendship stadium, 
etc. will be transferred, 


The annual rate of growth called for in each sector is as follows in the sixth plan: 
3.4 percent in the primary sector, 5 percent in the secondary, 2.8 percent in the 
tertiary. The trade deficit is, as we mentioned above, to be reduced 5 percent per 
year, and the growth in consumption is to be at a rate of 1 percent per year (the 
growth rate of the population will be 2.8 percent). The ratio of domestic savings 
will be 15 percent. The investment ratio will increase by 16 percent. And (once 
again) the overall rate of economic growth will be 3.5 percent. These are results 
which Mr Louis Alexandrenne considers realistic.

WORLD BANK, IPC LOAN $44.3 MILLION POR CHEMICAL INDUSTRY 
$44.3 Million Lean for Chemical Industry 
Paria LE CONTINENT in French 6 May 81 p 9 


[Text] The International Finance Corporation [IFC] and the World Bank have 
recently agreed in Dakar on two loans totalling $44.3 million ($1 = Fr 5.32) for 
financing Senegalese chemical industry projects. The announcement was made Monday 
by the Senegalese Embassy in Paris. The $25-million IFC loan will go directly to 
the ICS [Chemical Industries of Senegal) project, while the World Bank loan-- 
$19.3 million--will contribute to financing a development involving the Senegalese 
Chemical Industries Railway Operation Corp. [SEFICS]. 


The Senegalese delegation which negotiated the loan agreements between 27 April 
and 2 May was led by Mr Louis Alexandrenne, the minister of planning and coopera- 
tion. 


ICS, created on 18 November 1980, has an authorized capital of Fr CFA 21.3 billion 
(LE CONTINENT of 4 March). 


Financial participation was open to Senegal, the Ivory Coast, the Islamic Develop- 
ment Bank, Madras Fertilizer (India), Mineral and Chemical Industry (France), the 
Taiba Phosphates Company, DEG (FRG), Nigeria, and Cameroon. The total investment 
is estimated at Fr CFA 56 billion, for a turnover of Fr CFA 40 billion. 


ICS--which has sites in two regions near Dakar--is composed of a fertilizer factory 
and a phosphoric acid production unit. It should go into operation in the second 
half of 1984, and should then produce 500,000 tons of phosphoric acid and 240,000 
tons of fertilizer per year. 


ANDE-SOPI Article Against ICS Loan Rapped

[Text] ANDE-SOPI's article entitled: “ICS: Industrialization for the Benefit of 
the Multinationals” (cf. ANDE-SOPI No 47 April 1981) is in our opinion devoid of 
any objectivity, and it does that journal no credit to have adopted or endorsed 
such an absolutely unjustified and incoherent piece of prejudice, while it prides 
itself on being dialectically scientific. 
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The incoherent article by Mr Alpha-=to whom we plan to respond more exhaustively 
in our next edition==in the meantime leads us to make several observations, the 
moat important of which concerns the poor reasoning attributed to unnamed sources 
concerning these development activities, This line of argument seems more to be 
an attack againet an individual than an analysis of the economic significance of 
Ics, 


The significance of ICS for the national economy is not in fact analyzed at all, 
Except for a few gratuitous remarks which are more in the nature of pure and simple 
pronouncements than nonpolitical, scientifically neutral arguments, our Alpha has 
skipped over any critical analysis of this industry which, in our view, and we will 
support it with evidence, is among the most viable, and the most judicious, that 
Senegal has ever established since independence. Mr Alpha has obscured thee con- 
siderations by drowning it in general compilations which are aside from the point. 


The real question is: 


~ewhether the creation of ICS ie or is not an ill-considered industrial policy. We 
think it is not! 


--whether, given the well-known inetitutional scarcity of financial resources in 
the underdeveloped countries, one is not obliged--especially with industrial units 
as big as ICS which require substantial investments--to resort to "joint-ventures" 
and to external financial assistance; bearing in mind that one is free later on to 
buy back all or part of the less desirable foreign participation, should the enter- 
prise be even relatively profitable. We believe that the balance of power between 
the developed and the underdeveloped countries justifies this policy, which is in 
any case temporary and against which one cannot propose any objective alternative 
under current international conditions! 





--whether, given the relative weakness of local demand for the products it is 
anticipated ICS will produce, it is not judicious to obtain for the country the 
participation of countries representing neighboring or even distant markets. 


We also think that the answer here is yes! This step is particularly correct, be- 
cause it makes possible the establishment of large-scale industrial enterprises and 
provides economies of scale, as well as stable, certain, and relatively protected 
markets, due to the fact that the countries that represent these markets are par- 
ticipating partners in the proprietary companies and thereby have a certain interest 
in the marketing of the production, which partly belongs to them. 


As we said, in our next edition we will elaborate on our position with respect to 
any future ICS's which will be the flower of our industrial sector, and we will 
demonstrate convincingly that ANDE-SOPI is blindly trying to oppose any initiatives 
of che Senegalese Government.

NEW PMU HEADQUARTERS DESCRIBED

[Text] Officers of the Police Mobile Unit (PMU), that highly trained, specialised 
unit of the Seychelles Police Force responsible for internal civil security, are now 
stationed and live in better conditions. Most of them have already moved into their 
new headquarters and residence recently completed at Petit Paris. 


The new barracks, comprising an administrative block and 22 fully furnished flate 
with modern home facilities, were officially opened on Thureday by the Minister for 
Planning and Development, Dr Maxime Ferrari, shortly after the British High Com 
missioner handed the buildings over. 


Minister Ferrari said improvements in police facilities, of the type set up at 
Petit Paris, would encourage the country's Police Force to ensure an even better 
standard of service. He explained that the new location of the Police Mobile Unit, 
its efficiency and ability to move about with speed were of paramount importance to 
the PMU in order to carry out the duties of preserving internal peace. 


The new barracks at Petit Paris aleo greatly relieve the overcrowding which prevailed 
at Mont Fleuri and set a standard of accommodation for PMU personnel for the future. 


During the opening ceremony, a contingent of PMU officers stood in smart formation 
in front of guests, including the Police Commissioner, Mr James Pillay, and the 
Principal Secretary for Works, Mr Maxime Fayon. 


Earlier the British High Commissioner, Mr Eric Young, whose government provided over 
R8 million to finance the construction of the new barracks, paid tribute to what 

he described as a “courteous, highly professional and formidably efficient" Seychel- 
lois police force. He said the financing of the new barracks would be money well- 
spent if it helped contributed to the well-being of the Seychellois people. He 
added that living standards were not worth much without the protection of an effi- 
cient, dedicated and uncorrupt police force.

‘TABLET’ EXPLOSION REPORTED--The independent bi-weekly THE TABLET, which resumed 
publication after a week's closure, has reported on the explosion at ite Rawdon 
Street offices (WEST AFRICA, April 13) when two powerful dynamite explosions rip- 
ped the steel gates of the printing press and blew bite off the concrete walls. 
In addition electrical inetallations were erely damaged, while the corrugated 
roof was peeled off. THE TABLET said tha’ “dynamite throwing thuge" ran down 
Garrisson Street where a vehicle was heard — move off seconds later. The damage 
caused is estimated at almost Le 2,000. None of the staff were in the building. 
This is the second attack on THE TABLET offices in less than a year. The first 
was in July last year, which resulted in the hospitalisation of the one preseman 
and severe damages to the press building. Observers see the attack as an attempt 
to put the newspaper out of business because of its uncompromising articles which, 
among other things, persistently expose corruption and mismanagement of national 
affairs.

GOVERNMENT CONCERNED ABOUT NEW FRENCH POLICIES

[Excerpts] Pretoria official circles showed "quiet concern" 
on learning of Jospin's statement favoring sanctions against 
South Africa in his speech on Wednesday, 20 May, to the 
international conference on sanctions against South Africa 
which opened in Paris in the presence of OAU Secretary 
General Kodjo. 


Johannesburg--South African Prime Minister Botha, refusing to comment further on 
what he called "a choice which is up to the French people," said this week that 
"relations between South Africa and France have always been quite good, and we 
will do nothing to change them." Pretoria official circles, however, were 
privately unable to conceal a quiet concern, which increased further on Wednes- 
day evening, 20 May, when they learned of Mr Jospin's statements. 


Basically, two matters worry South Africa: Namibia and che Koeberg nuclear plant 
near Capetown. On the question of decolonization of the last territory in Africa 
occupied by a foreign power, Pretoria policymakers fear that France, which is a 
member of the “contact group" with the United States, Canada, West Germany and 
Britain, may adopt a harder line, or even withdraw outright from this group. 

Some even hope this will happen, explaining that with Reagan's arrival in the 
White House Namibia's fate rests primarily with Pretoria and Washington, with 

the other members of the "contact group"--according to one diplomat--having 
“nothing to offer in exchange for South Africa's goodwill." 


Others affirm that a French withdrawal would remove the credibility of any nego- 
tiated solution and, in particular, would encourage SWAPO, fighting in Namibia 
for the territory's independence, to harden its positions. On the other hand, 
the South Africans show indifference to a French change of attitude in the 

UN Security Council. Although it is almost certain that France will vote in 
future for economic sanction demands by the African group in the UN General 
Assembly, those in Pretoria point out that all it takes is a veto by one 
Security Council member to prevent effective application of any sanction. In 
this respect, South Africa is assured of the continuing diplomatic umbrella of 
the United States and Britain. 
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However, one thing appears certain to South African eyes, that France, which has 
often been mentioned by the specialists as a possible supplier of the enriched 
uranium necessary for the plant, will not replace the Americans, who recently 
refused to release the precious fuel to a nonsignatory of the nuclear non- 
proliferation treaty. Though South Africa mines about 6,000 tons of oxide 
uranium per year (aside from the 5,000 tons produced in Namibia at Rossing), 

ita “revolutionary process" of enrichment will not yield first fruit till 
1985-1986, 


Will France continue to import South African “yellow cake" (oxide uranium)? This 
is another question, which worries mainly the specialist. The figures are obvi- 
ously kept secret, but according to some sources the Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) has been importing about 4,000 tons of southern uranium a year, of which 
three-quarters was enriched in France for foreign customers, apparently includ- 
ing the USSR. 


By contrast, South African coal sold to France is all consumed internally. In 
1980 Pretoria delivered 9.2 million tons (compared to 8.4 million in 1979), making 
France its leading market. However, considering the heavy world demand (Japanese 
especially) for a coal which is still among the cheapest in the world--benefit of 
easily accessible minerals and cheap labor--it is likely that a cutback in French 
imports would have little impact on South African producers. This also goes for 
the precious and strategic minerals, which will always find takers to replace 

the cautious. 


Curiously, it is French businessmen in South Africa who today seem the more con- 
cerned. Trade between the two countries is flourishing. In 1980 France increased 
its exports by 78 percent to a total of 4,000 million francs, compared to total 
imports 1,000 million larger (coal is the major factor in the imbalance). The 
trade office of the French Embassy in Pretoria gets an increasing number of calls 
from worried French businessmen. The embassy tries to reassure them, stressing 
that Jospin's specific proposals concerned primarily state guarantees of invest- 
ment in South Africa and not trade. One hundred sixty-five French companies 
operate in South Africa either directly or through South African affiliates. 

They include the main banking institutions (except National Bank of Paris) and 
the major industrial corporations (Rhone-Poulenc, CGE, Michelin, Thomson-CSF, 
Dassault-Breguet, Marseille Major Works, Poclain, French Petroleum Company, 
Elf-Acquitaine, Liquid Air, Lafarge, Oreal, etc.). Investments in the country 

by these and other companies total about 8,000 million francs. It would be very 
surprising if they readily yielded to the British, American and West German 
competition their own slice of a cake which produces in good year or bad a 

profit of around 25 percent.

[Text] LE CONTINE! Since its creat‘on the OAU has adopted many resolutions in 
favor of South Afr) 3 liberation. Are you satisfied with the support Africa is 
giving you? 


Ihabo Mbeki: Yes. I would say that the African National Congress [ANC] is 
satisfied. The main thing is that the OAU is maintaining its principles on the 
South African question. For instance, it supports the idea that the objective for 
which we and the South African people must strive is the elimination of the apart- 
heid regime and the transfer of power to the people. 


This is important because it means that Africa is capable of making the rest of 
the world understand the nature of the conflict and, consequently, the nature of 
the support which must be given to those who are fighting. 


Of course the OAU is still an important center for mobilizing material aid for our 
struggle. A large part of the aid we receive from African and other countries is 
sent via the OAU. But the OAU is also responsible for a large proportion of the 

aid which we receive secretly by other means, in addition to this mobilizing role. 


Some African countries are also taking important individual action. The majority 
of yough people who have left South Africa have become the guests of African 
countries. Moreover because of that several independent neighboring countries are 
subjected to attacks from South Africa. Nonetheless, that has not made a single 
one of those countries decide to get rid of those refugees. 


Therefore bilateral cooperation between the ANC and the independent African 
countries is important and extends to the most diverse spheres: the education of 
students, the training of military cadres, and political and material support. 
Most of our offices are on the African continent, in Algeria, Nigeria, Senegal, 
Ethiopia, Egypt, Zambia, Tanzania and Angola. 
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LE CONTINENT; What do you thank of the socialist victory in France? 


Thabo Mbeki: The ANC regards the French presidential election result as a very 
important victory. For the past 20 years relations between successive French 
Governments and the South African regime have greatly disappointed us, Has France 
not become the apartheid regime's main arms supplier, constantly extending ite 
economic relations and its cooperation with Pretoria, particularly in the nuclear 
sphere? 


The new French president's statements during the election campaien and the good 
relations which exist between the ANC and the PS lead us to think that measures 
will quickly be taken to end all those ties. 


LE CONTLNENT: Do you think that the left's victory in France will have an effect 
on the struggle you are waging? 


Thabo Mbeki: Yes. If those changes come about they will have a political impact, 
not only for the ANC but for Africa as a whole. The anti-apartheid forces are 
expecting an end to cooperation with Pretoria--a cooperation which covered al! 
spheres (political, military, cultural and sporting), because France had become one 
of the apartheid regime's main allies. 


But the international situation will also be affected. France is a member of the 
security council, in which it will now side with the defenders of peoples' freedom. 
France is an EEC member and the EEC is South Africa's biggest economic partner. 

We hope that Paris will henceforth play an essential role in prompting the EEC 

to take effective measures against apartheid. France is a member of the contact 
group on Namibia and it has ties with NATO. 


LE CONTINENT: Do you think that France will be able to oppose the U.S. Government, 
which has moved closer to Pretoria, as seen in "Pik" Botha's visit to Washington? 


Thabo Mbeki: We believe that if the U.S. administration maintains the positions 

it has publicly announced, it is moving toward a direct confrontation with the 
oppressed peoples of Southern Africa, with the ANC and SWAPO. As you know, 
President Reagan's spokesman has described us as terrorists, and the new administra- 
tion has stated that the United States is determined to stamp our terrorism. We 
can deduce from that that they intend to suppress the liberation movements in 
Southern Africa. 


[In addition the Reagan administration has announced that one of U.S. policy's 
main tasks is to oppose the USSR. Since it regards the ANC as Moscow's puppet, 
it will probably also want to oppose the ANC. 


Therefore, if the United States stands by its statements, it will enter into direct 
conflict with Southern Africa's oppressed peoples. 


LE CONTINENT: Do you think that the United States is encouraging Pretoria's 
integration into NATO? 


Thabo Mbeki: It has been clear for some time--even during the Carter administra- 
tion--that the United States wants to return to the hegemonic role it played in 








the past when Lt regarded iteelf as the world's master, The Reagan administration 

ie only taking what Carter began to ite logteal conelusion: the United States 

wante the exclusive right to decide what is good or bad for the world and the right 
to interfere in the affaires ef any country, even in the European countries’ affaire-- 
for instance, in France's affairs, depending on whether or not it decides to serve 
U.S. interests,

lhabo Mbeki: Of course, sanctions would affect both Southern Africa's oppressed 
peoples, the neighboring countries and Pretoria's partners. But look at the 
sanctions imposed by Mozambique and Zamibia against Khodesia. Those two countries 
were seriously affected by them. But it would be wrong to conclude from that that 
sactions should not serve as a pretext for the rest of the world to do likewise. 
botswana, Lesotho and Swaziland, for instance, have never had South African 
diplomatic representation in their countries. Less than 1 year after becoming 
independent Zimbabwe expelled the South African diplomatic representative and closed 
the main office recruiting workers for South Africa. Indeed, the iudependent 
countries in the region have done all they could to impose their own sanctions. 

in addition there is the coordination conference for the development of Southern 
Africa, in which nine countries have united in a systematic effort to reduce their 
dependency on South Africa. Thus, from the political viewpoint the independent 
states in the region seem prepared to make every possible sacrifice to help liberate 
South Africa. The world has no excuse for not imposing sanctions because, 
ultimately, the suffering which sanctions will cause will produce the greatest 
benefit for world peace, for the neighboring states and for the South African 
people. So let us make small sacrifices to obtain as much as we can.

PRINCE NQABA REPORTS ON UN ECONOMIC MEETING IN ETHIOPIA

[Text] The Minister for Commerce, Industry, Mines and Tourism, Prince Nqaba 
returned home at the weekend from Addis Ababa, Ethiopia where he led Swaziland's 
delegation to the resumed session of the enlarged conference of Ministers of 
Trade, Finance and Planning of Eastern and Southern Africa. 





The meeting--organised under the auspices of the United Nations Economic Com 
mission for Africa--had been convened to finalise negotiations on the draft 
treaty for the establishment of a preferential trade area for the region which 
have been going on for the past three years. 


A statement released by the Ministry for Commerce, Industry, Mines and Tourism 
in Mbabane yesterday said the Ministers met to consider those issues regarding 
the draft treaty which still remained outstanding after their meeting in Lesotho 
last January. 


The outstanding issues, according to the statement, related to institutions of the 
proposed preferential trade area; internal legislation; re-export of goods and 
transit facilities; relations with other sub-regional and regional organisations; 
clearing and payments arrangements; the draft protocol relating to the unique 
situation of Botswana, Lesotho and Swaziland and the development and trade bank. 


They also considered the interim structure of the Preferential Trade Area (PTA) 
secretariat and the formula for determining constructions to the budget of the 
PTA by the member states. 


The Ministers are reported to have managed to resolve those issues relating to 
institutions of the PTA, internal legislation and relations with other sub- 
regional and regional organisations. 


The treaty establishing the PTA is, according to the Ministry's spokesman, 
expected to be signed by the end of this year and this will mark the first step 
towards the creation of a common market and eventually an economic community for 
the sub-region. 


The conference was opened by Ethiopia's Senior Minister, Central Planning Supreme 
Council, Mr. Hailu Yimenu who stated that the declining trend in intra-African 
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trade wae due to traditional trade links between African countries and the 
metropolitan powers, 


He said thie link and other obstacles impeded the promotion of intra-African 
trade, A total ef 15 countries in the region were represented at the meeting.

UN ENERGY TEAM CONCLUDES VISIT 
Mbabane THE TIMES OF SWAZILAND in English 27 May 81 p 2 


{Text} A three day delegation from the United Nations left the country yesterday 
after a two day visit to the Swaziland government. [sentence as published] 


The delegation, led by the Republic of Tanzania's Minister of Mines, Mr. John 
Malecela, consisted of the Senior Technical Officer for the United Nations forth- 
coming conference on new and renewable sources of energy, Dr. S. Arungu Olende, 
who is based in New York and Dr. Peter Mwanga, the Director of Natural Resources 
Division in the E.C.A. Office, Addis Ababa. 


The main aim of this mission has been to give a briefing to the Swaziland Govern- 
ment on the importance of the special forthcoming conference organised by the 
United Nations to look into the issue of energy presently of concern to almost 

all the United Nations member countries. The conference will be held in Nairobi 
from 10 to 21 August. At a Press conference at the office of the United Nations 
Resident Representative, Mr. Shahid Hussain, the head of the mission, Mr. Malecela 
recalled how the world was taken by surprise when the price of crude oil shot up 
by more than 70 percent during the late seventies. As a result of this, he con- 
tinued, most countries now have to spend an approximate 50 per cent more in their 
energy budget to obtain oil. For the developing countries in particular, he said, 
unless this pressing problem is corrected sooner, it might lead to their destruc- 
tion economically. 


He said that it has been with this in mind that the United Nations has organised 
the conference to discuss and explore possibilities of overcoming the inter- 
national energy crisis. He went on to say that there are many forms of energy 
and the conference will focus its attention emphatically on their various sources. 


Mr. Malecela has in this respect, appealed to the government for full co- 
operation and enthusiasm in attendance in order for the United Nations to be 
able to iron out the plans of action and their strategy to be discussed at the 
conference.

SITUATION GIVING RISE TO 'PROGRAM FOR ECONOMIC SURVIVAL' NOTED 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 4 Jun 81 p 6

[Text] With effect from July 1 Tanzania will embark on an intensive and 
comprehensive "programme for economic survival" which aims at stimulating 
agricultural and industrial production to reactivate the economy as a major 
component of the fourth five-year development plan due to start in July. 


The programme whose details have not been published was adopted by the 
ruling Chama Cha Mapinduzi (CCM) national executive committee dui g its 
recent four-day meeting under its chairman, President Julius Nvyerere, here. 


After its discussion by the committee, the programme, which was drafted by 
the Government, was adopted and referred back to the Government for imple- 
mentation, 


According to the CCM chief executive secretary, Mr Daudi Mwakawago, one of the 
plan's salient objectives is to achieve in the first 12 months an export 

target of agricultural and industrial commodities in excess of Shs. 6,000 million 
which is Shs. 1,000 million over the 1979/80 period. 


Among important factors of production the country's 8,000 Ujamaa villages, 
where at least 14 million of the 18 million Tanzanians live, are going to play 
a key role in realising the goals of the "survival plan." 


With the exception of tea and sisal, other foreign exchange earners including 
cotton, cashews and coffee are mostly grown by "citizens of these socialist 
units.” 


Economists are optimistic that the Government will, in responding to demands 
of the plan, offer more incentives to the peasants in order to realise the 
cherished goals. 


[t is also hoped the Government will evolve a system of "cash on delivery" 
for the produce the peasants will be turning out to the produce-buying 
posts during the period of the plan. 
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Survival Plan 


Briefing reporters after the NEC meeting, Mr Mwakawago said the survival plan 
was conceived on account of the country's current economic problems, especially 
with regard to acute constraints on foreign exchange. 


the alm of the plan is to do everything possible by ourselves to reactivate 
the economy without waiting for external assistance," Mr Mwakawago explained. 


This, he said, would be achieved by consolidating present capital generating 
projects and providing the necessary inputs and credits to all such projects 
especially in rural areas and other productive sectors, 


The NEC also endorsed and reiterated President Nyerere's rejection of claims 
by the Western and Western-oriented mass media that Tanzania's present economic 
diificulties are due to her socialist policies. 


Mr Mwakawago told reporters: "After a thorough and impartial analysis of our 
present economic situation, the party endorses the view that current problems 
have nothing to do with our socialist policies, 


"But it has noted that the problems ave real and have affected adversely 
both developed and developing countries irrespective of the political ideology 
each of those countries follow." 


At a May Day rally in Tabora, Central Tanzania, President Nyerere urged his 
country's workers and the peasantry to ignore claims by enemies that present 
difficulties were due to socialism. 


He described such claims as preposterous howlings of idiots. 


Even the leader of the capitalist world, the United States, he said, was 
at present experiencing serious economic problems." "Has the U.S. gone 
socialist?" he asked. 


He emphasized that Tanzanians would not abandon socialism because the reverse 
was a system of legalised slavery and robbery. 


"We did not achieve independence to have a few in our midst fattening them- 
selves with the sweat of others." 


Socialism 


"Socialism is equality and justice; capitalism is inequality and injustice," 
he said. 


During the past five years, Tanzania remained predominantly an agricultural 
economy according to the country's Board of External Trade, with 93 percent 
of the economically active population engaged in agriculture. 


fhe agricultural sector has been responsible for the generation of about 70 per- 
cent of the total export earnings, while the rest including mining and manu- 
facturing contributed 30 percent. 
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Wiereas exporte in the 1975/80 period grew from She, 2,589 million to 
Sue, 4,455 million, representing 4 growth of 71 percent, imports soared trom 
She, 5,303 million to She, 10,403 million (representing a rise of 96.1 percent), 


These figures show a trade deficit of from She, 2,714 million in 1975 to 
She, 6,068 million in 1980, an increase of 123 percent.

"Presently our balance of payment position is unhappy, the performance of 
our export sector is unsatistactory and the prospect of immediate improvement 
is bleak. 


“but piven the will to increase production, ready availability of export 
credits on softer terms, introduction of an effective export incentive scheme 
ibove all our desire and initiative to work together to overwhelm the 
problems, the improvement of the balance of payment position may be difficult

At present 60 percent of the export earnings pays for the /00,000 tonnes of 
imported crude oil compared to 10 percent which paid 800,000 tonnes in 1972/73.

NATION SAID TO BE IN VICIOUS CIRCLE OF POVERTY

[Text] Dar-es-Salaam, May 9--The petrol (gasoline) stations are only open three 
days a week and the Government~-owned paper DALLY NEWS has to cut its pi.nt-run 
from 70,000 to 40,000 for lack of newsprint. 


Most factories are turning over at no more than 30 per cent capacity for lack of 
raw materials and spare parts, the coffers are empty and the Government owes 
more foreign currency than it possesses. 


Tanzania is caught in a vicious circle of poverty. 


After scorning the option for a long time, the authorities last year bowed to 
necessity and asked the International Monetary Fund (IM”) for a "standby" credit 
of 260 million dollars over two years. But a second installment of 65 million 
dollars has not been released to Tanzania because certain conditions set by the 
IMF, mainly the payment of outstanding debts, have not been met. 


Tanzania is one of the 25 poorest countries in the world, and each year it becomes 
a little poorer. The “critical point” has been reached, according to the World 
Bank. It forecast a balance of payments deficit of 200 million dollars for 1981, 
rising to 400 million in 1982 and 800 million by the end of the 1980's. 


Bureaucracy, Corruption 


fanzanian leaders point to external causes to explain the debacle. But they 
admit that bureaucracy and corruption have only made matters worse. 


Presivent Julius Nyerere, speaking to Japanese businessmen during a recent tour 
of Asia, said: “There will come a time when our suppliers will find they have 
no customers”.

Tanzania, Like the rest of East Africa (now struck by floods), had been affected 
by prolonged drought. Agriculture Minister Joseph Mungai has estimated that a 
third of 1980-81 production has been lost for lack of rain. 


Famine Forecast 


in a dramatic speech in March, Mr. Nyerere said Tanzania was threatened with its 
worst famine since its birth in 1964 if the rains did not come. Some observers 

believe the situation was deliberately dramatised ahead of the President's Asian 
tour. But it is a fact that he received a weather report every day he was away. 


Last year Tanzania imported more than 200,000 tonnes of grain, and between now 
and the end of the agricultural season this month 96,000 tonnes are expected to 
be imported. 


Thesc figures, according to the Agriculture Ministry's forecasts, suggest a 
deficit of 153,000 tonnes (or more than 200,000 if the Government maintains its 
strategic stock of 62,000 tonnes). 


Farmers Discouraged 


“Mr. Mungeai admitted that the farmers sell only one-fifth of their production to 
the semi-state “utional Milling Company. 


During the '° .0-81 season, purchases by the company from farmers fell by 40 per 
ent, and the Ministry expects that this decline will continue, without neces- 
sarily implying a fall in production. 


Ihe dead weight of the semi-public companies--more than 300--together with 
insufficient prices are discouraging for the farmers and for production. 


Decentralisation Moves 


Farmers’ living standards have fallen in recent years. This has meant a return 
to a subsistence economy or recourse to smuggling produce to neighbouring 


countries. 











Production of cash crope euch as sieal, tea, coffee, cashew nuts and wheat has 
dropped by 20 per cent or more. For cashew nuts, the fall has been sharp: from 
125,000 tonnes in 1972 to 30,000 for 1980-81. Conscious of the problem, and 
without renouncing their commitment to Socialis, Tanzania's leaders are moving 
towards greater decentralisation and a more realiatic prices policy. 


A major campaign against the corruption which has been poisoning the system has 
also been running since the beginning of the year. Businessmen have been 
arrested, and a Minister, two Regional Commissioners and other officials sacked, 
including the whole management of the semi-public Pyrethrum Board. 


But whether in spite of or because of its problems, Tanzania remains the "spoilt 
child” of the international donor organisations, in particular those of the 
Nordle countries, sympathetic to Mr. Nyerere's Socialist experiment. 


langania, which received between 600 and 700 million dollars in aid last year, 
has one of the highest levels of aid per head of population in Africa. 


Halt of all ite aid comes from Sweden, West Germany, the Netherlands and the 
World Bank. Countries such as Denmark and Finland give Tanzania more than does 
the United States. This aid represents 60 per cent of Tanzania's investment 
budget, and it makes the dream of self-sufficiency appear farther and farther 
off.

DEMOCRATIC PARTY CALLS FQR UPRISING AGAINST OBOTE

Text Nairobi -- On Priday, 7 May, the struggle for power in Uganda entered a new 
phase. In an official communique, issued in Kampala and confirmed in a telephone 
conversation, Mc Francis Bwengye, secretary general of the Democratic Party vP |, 
the main group in the parliamentary opposition, announced the conversion of his par- 
ty to guerrilla warfare. He asked all supporters of the DP to “take up arms against 
the dictatorial and minority regime” of Mr Obote and invited the 51 DP representa- 
tives to “withdraw immediately from parliament.” Mr Bwengye also asked the coffee 
planters to stop selling their harvest to the “regime which terrorises them." Cof- 
fee is Uganda's only source of foreign exchange. 


Mr Bwengye, who was spokesman for the DP at the time of last December's elections, 
Claimed to speak in the name of the “armed branch” of the party and to express the 
position of the majority of the militants. He accused the president of the DP, 

Mr Paul Ssemogerere, of “collaborating with the curren’ regime." To be sure, the 
latter has always rejected any recourse to violence but, in response to official 
repression, he has hardened his positions in the last few weeks. 


Another important element: in a second communique, Mr Bwengye revealed that the 
“armed branch" of the DP is acting jointly with the Uganda Freedom Movement | UFM |, 
one of the two major known guerrilla organizations. The UFM operates primarily 

near Kampala and -- like the DP -- it recruits primarily from amo.g the Baganda 
ethnic group. In a joint statement, the DP and the UFM have asked civil servants 

to stop working and have warned foreign governments and nationals against supporting 
"“Obote’s criminal regime." 


This warning was explicitly addressed to coffee buyers and bankers, as well as to 
‘uba, India and Ethiopia, who are invited to “stop supplying arms and military per- 
sonnel" to the regime. According t is communique, the announced withdrawal of 
the Tanzanian forces from Uganda conc Js “a plot.” ‘At the time when unifor..ed 
ldiers were being withdrawn, elite troops without uniform started entering the 
ountry and enlisting in the Ugandan arny.” 


The next few weeks will tell whether the call to revolt has had any effect. Since 
the berinning of the year, the DP has been divided between pacifists ard partisans 
violent action.

ARMED OPPOSITION CREATES NEW NATIONAL POLITICAL COUNCIL

[Text] Kampala--The creation of a National Resistance Council (NRC) was announced 
on 5 May in Kampala by the armed clandestine opposition which is fighting against 
the government of President Milton Obote. 


The communique sent to the press to announce the birth of the NRC states that it 
"includes the members of all the political parties, including the democratic 
elements of the Ugandan Peoples Congress (UPC) now in power." For security reasons, 
the communique did not cite any names, The cext adds that "a number of fighting 
forces which up to now have operated separately have decided to merge and to form 
an army under unified military command and under a unified national council." No 
specifics were given about the said forces. It is thought however that they may 
consist of the "Peoples Resistance Army" (PRA) of former defense minister Yoweri 
Museveni, and several small armed groups opposed to Dr Obote's regime for ethnic 
reasons or because they challenge the validity of his election to the presidency 

in November 1980, The other big armed opposition movement, the Uganda Freedom 
Movement (.'M), has reportedly not joined eithe: the NRC or the unified army whose 
creation was announced on 3 May (LE CONTINENT of 5 May). 


The UFM, which certrin observers believe has close ties to the clandestine party 
Uganda Patriotic Movement (UPM), is, internally directed by David Lutakome Kayira, 
former interior minister in the ephemeral government of Yusuf Lule, the first head 
of state after Idi Amin Dada. 


Differences appear to have arisen between Mr Kayira and the "external" leaders of 
the UFM, who are primarily based in neighboring Kenya. Less “political,” it is 
said, than MOSPUR (Movement for the Struggle for Political Rights), of which the 
PRA is the armed wing, the UFM primarily recruits its adherents from the Bagandas, 
the people of the Kampala region who have long been hostile to Mr Obote. 

in the Ugandan politico-military “puzzle,” another group turned up on 4 May: the 
Ugandan Freedom Fighters (UFF), who reportedly also recruit members from among tlie 
Bagandas. 


The UFF, which was reportedly responsible for the attempt on the life « Elhaj Muse 


Sebirumbi, head of the UPC (LE CONTINENT of 6 May), is also believed to be recruiting 
primarily in Baganda quarters. They have not announced their adhesion to the unified 
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military tront being tormed, In other words, the armed opposition, despite its 
bold attacks, executed in the environs of the capital, remains fragmented, At the 
very time the Tanzanian troops are going back home, political and military life in 
Uganda is once again being tribalized.

PRESIDENT MILTON OBOTE'S REGIME THREATENED

| Text | In accordance with the defense agreement between Tanzania 
and Uganda, signed in June 1979 for a period of 2 years, the first 
elements of the contingent of 10,000 Tanzanian soldiers stationed 
in Uganda have begun to leave the country (see LE MONDE of 5 May). 


This departure, which is taking place at a time when Mr O»ote's 
government is clashing with actions by armed guerrillas who are 
determined to overthrow it, runs the risk of compromising further 
the survival chances of an increasingly unpopular regime. 


Kampala -- A vague but tenacious feeling of self-destruction is spreading through 
the capital of Uganda. Everything is happening as if the cou.try, gone adrift, were 
once again irresistibly swept along in an oppositior-violence-repression cycle, to 
which nobody sees the solution. The old resentment., specifically between the 
Baganda community and Mr Milton Obote, rekindled during recent elections which were 
notoriously fraudulent, the pernicious corrosion of the social structures and the 
unsettling of human relationships caused by 8 years of a bloody dictatorship, the 
economic disaster left behind, the irresoluteness and narrow views of a large part 
of the political class, incapable of rising above its ethnic quarrels and personal 
rivalries, as the extended foreign military presence -- in spite of its immediate 
stabilizing effect -- has blurred the actual relationships between the internal 
forces, and finally the deep disillusionment of a civilian population which has suf- 
fered too much, but which -- by what miracle? -- has nonetheless lost none of its 
warm spontaneity: all these elements, blended together today, leave very little 
room for hope in a renewal, 


The guerrilla actions represent the most serious challenge to the regime. I* all 
started at the beginning of February, with a series of coordinated attacks on sevaal 
barracks, a prison and police stations. Since then, having become more daring, the 
rebels have multiplied sabotage operations, raids on military convoys and the mur- 
ders of soldiers and civilian personalities. Aside from the former supporters of 
Amin Dada, who are primarily active along the frontier of the province of the 
Western Nile, but whose presence -- with modern weapons and radio transmitters -- 
has been reposted much closer to the capital, two organizations are conducting the 
vuerrilla warfare. In the West, the Movement of Struggle for Political Rights 
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MONPOR | basleally controls, through the intermediary of the Popular Resistanve Army 
ARP |, an area of approximately 100 kilometers by 60 kilometers, located in the 
settlement area of the Ankole ethnic group, the chief of which, Mr Yoweri Museweni, 
js a member. Several hundreds of deserters, also Ankole, have joined the ARP, 


The Uganda Freedom Movement | UFM|, on the other hand, is operating in the region of 
Kampala; only one of its chiefs, Mr Andrew Kayiira, who was minister under former 
President Lule, is known. The UFM claims to be "neither conservative nor purely 
Bagandan.” However, it recruits primarily from within the largest ethnic group in 
Uganda and provides a channel for the hatred it has vowed for Mr Obote ever since 
the latter dismantled its secular kingdom in 1966. Mifteen years later, whether one 
deplores it or not, this never forgiven humiliation remains one of the key factors 
of the political situation. The UFM appears to benefit from the military experience 
acquired by the leaders of a tiny group, the Save Uganda Movement [ sum | -- which, in 
1978 and 1979, launched a series of raids from Tanzania against the dying dictator- 
ship. Founded by a dramatist and politician, who has since disappeared, Mr Robert 
Serumaga, SUM primarily united people of the Baganda tribe. This relationship be- 
tween the SUM and the UFM may partly explain why this time the Baganda community, 
expert in the matter of passive resistance, has "swung over" to armed struggle. 


This double clandestine combat arouses quite a number of questions. Who supplies it 
in terms of weapons and money? The first, in large supply in Uganda, are easy to 
find. As for the latter, neither the ARP nor the UFM seem to be short of it. And 
yet, their resistance fighters have never held up a single bank. It is probable 
that exile groups, specifically in the United States, are called upon. On the other 
hand, no foreign intervention can be perceived at the present time. What is the 
extent of military cooperation established by the two movements? Their spokesmen 

in Nairobi claim that the rebels have joined hands in the field. This is difficult 
to verify. Such connivance seems nevertheless likely between two centers of insur- 
rection which have sworn to ruin the “minority and fascist government" and thus have 
every interest in joining their efforts -- although it may mean that they will tear 
each other apart later on. Because, save for their fierce nostility to the current 
regime, everything pits them against each other: political roots, tribal base, idew- 
logy. 


Law of the Gun 


Whether they make common cause or not, Mr Obote's enemies are seeking rather clear 
immediate objectives: maintain insecurity, prove the isolation of the government, 
prevent economic recovery, and dissuade possible foreign investors or lenders. 

Hence the attacks against shops belonging to certain racketeering officers or against 
Indian merchants -- notorious traffickers, to be sure -- or even threatening letters 
addressed to several embassies. Apparently the rebels enjoy definite complicity 
within the army, without which a number of aggressions would remain inexplicable. 

[In this context, it should be remembered that in December a large number of the mi- 
litary personnel had voted in favor of candidates of the Democratic Party [DP], 

which is the major group in the parliamentary opposition today. 


The lack of discipline of the army, its weak patriotism and the dicsensions within 
it constitute one of the serious weaknesses of the regime. The admonitions of its 
saders -- Generals Tito Okello and Oyite Ojok -- to their troops, some 7,000 men 
without training and badly paid, have no effect. The soldiers have turned road- 
blocks into veritable tollgates, where they fleece people who are less and less 
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willing to go to work, Acts of rebellion, acts of gangsterism, and murders of civil- 
fans are reported every week. In Kampala itself, soldiers recently attacked a train 
after having shot down two of their superiors. To be sure, the example comes from 
above; the officers, in control of the black market, resell the supplies of gasoline 
allocated to their units. In a solemn communique, Cardinal Nsubuga, archbishop of 
Kampala, recently denounced the return to the “law of the gun." The lack of security 
is such that parliament shortens its debates every day to allow the representatives 
to get home before nightfall. The curfew, which was lifted in January, is neverthe- 
less still scrupulously respected. 


In response to the revolts, the regime nas hardened itself. The escalation of the 
repression follows that of the violence. All opposition newspapers, including the 
weekly published by the DP, have been banned and their printing equipment seized, 
while the correspondents are classified as “agents of imperialism." Foreign trips 
by Ugandan nationals are strictly regulated. The police machinery is once again 
working at full capacity. Phone taps pick up the slightest in’ autious speech. We 
were told of a young woman, who was taken to the Luzira prison barely half an hour 
after having made remarks which were judgec to be suspect. Mr Obote is succumbing 
to his old authoritarian refle es, and the lettre de cachet has once again become 
common. The authorities have primarily hit the administrative staff of the Uganda 
Patriotic Movement | UPM|, founded by Mr Musewen, their enemy "number one" before the 
December elections. The secretary for information of the UPM, Mr Bakulumpagi Wamala, 
was apparently finished off with bayonet in a military prison, while other leaders, 
including Secretary General Bidandi Ssali, are being secretly held. 


The repression does not spare the DP. According to its president, Mr Paul 
Ssemogerere, about 50 national and regional officials of this party are behind bars, 
umong them Mr Kyesimira, representative and former minister. This estimate has been 
confirmed by the Red Cross. As these political detainees are considered to be "se- 
curity prisoners,"* the ministry of justice does not have to charge them, by virtue 
of an ordinance (Detention Act) issued by Mr Obote in 1967. The intelligence ser- 
vices, among which the “Special Security Unit," -- heir to the State Research, which 
was notorious during the Amin Dada era -- submit these detainees as well as several 
hundreds of other suspects, militants or simple sympathizers, to interrogations in 
at least six specialized centers: two hotels, two barracks, a military prison and 
the building of the Defense Ministry. Moreover, the government does not respect its 
own rules, neglecting, for example, to publish the names of the detainees, as the 
19°7 ordinance requires. On the other hand, more than a dozen former DP candidates 
in the elections chose exile. Some of them disappeared without a trace and are 
rumored to have joined the guerrillas. 


* In addition, 8 prisons are accomodating another 5,000 individuals or so who were 
compromised under the dictatorship, among which the well known Bob Astles, former 
advisor to Amin. Representatives of the Red Cross are allowed to visit them. Two 
hundred and sixty of them, mostly women and old men, were freed at the end of 
January by presidential decree.

An Impossible Equation 


Av far ap Me Ssemogerere is concerned, it is a mistake to present the regime's au- 
ihor)lurtantom as a legitimate response to acts of rebellion. "The murders of our 
pperters,” he said, “began the day after the election. While preaching national 
reconelliation, the president multiplied the political appointments in the adminis- 
tration, in parastatal organizations and at the university. Today, the DP can no 
loner play its role of parliamentary opposition." It is true that Mr Obote did 
nothing to create a climate of trust. He repaid his political debts by distributing 
ministerlal portfollos. These emoluments are rarely a reward for competence. Of 
17 members in the administration, only 1 does belong to the government party. On 
the other hand, ethnic balance is well respected. The fact remains that Mr Obote, 


publicly accusing the Baganda community of "feeding the bandits," recently threatens 
to cut off its provisions. 


The administrative team is on the defensive and no longer tries to allay suspicion 
ly is respect. Only just a few hundred people -- including soldiers -- partici- 
pated in the offieial ceremony commemorating the second anniversary of the fall of 
[dl Amin Dada, Under the pretext of a bout of malaria, Mr Obote found himself a 
last minute stand-in in the person of his vice president, who was forced to improvise 
a brief statement. The religious authorities had deliberately boycotted this sorry 
spectacle of a regime with its back to the wall. 


The Ugandan economy virtually amounts to a single and impossible equation: on the 
one hand, the meager income in foreign exchange produced each week by the export of 
two train loads of coffee*, on the other hand, the petroleum bill which is always 


bigger see 


Alas, the two items of the equation do not balance. Hence an unceasingly worsening 
indebtedness. Uganda's public debt approaches $1 billion. A recent IMF mission to 
Kampala did not produce any results for the moment. As for the Indian commu ity, 
formerly driven out by Amin, it remains deaf to Mr Obote’s calls in which he perio- 
lically invites them to return. For lack of jobs, large numbers of graduates go 
into exile. Only 1 out of every 10 was recruited into government service this year. 


Will the seriousness of the situation prompt Mr Nyerere to slow down the repatria- 
tion of his 10,000 soldiers still present in Uganda according to the terms of an 
vzreement which is to expire on 30 June? For the Tanzanian president the dilemma is 
1 painful one: either prolong a military presence only to serve a weak and increa- 
singly unpopular regime, or run the risk of hastening the fall of a friendly head 


Part of this load, intended for Tanzania, is supposed to repay the military debt 
incurred by Kampala toward Dar es Salaam.

UNITED GUERRILLA FRONT FORMED

[Text] Kampala-- Despite attempts by the Kampala authorities to obtain from 
President Julius Nyerere just a partial withdrawai of the Tanzanian forces which 
have been stationed in Uganda for 2 years, it is now clear that the entire 
Tanzanian expeditionary corps will return to its own territory by the month of 
June. 


The withdrawal of the Tanzanian forces comes at a time when insecurity is growing 
day by day in Ugarda, when the guerrillas are becoming more organized, and while 
the regular Ugancan army is paralyzed by internal problems. With the departure 

of the Tanzanian soldiers, observers say, the door is open to an intensification of 
activity by the guerrilla movements. Moreover, a spokesman for these movements 
told the press on 3 May that the various guerrilla movements have formed a united 
front, the “National Resistance Council," whose leaders are reportedly inside 
Uganda itself. 


On Sunday 3 May, Defense Minister and Vice President Paulo Muwanga ordered the 
identification of all inhabitants of Kampala and the neighboring districts of 
Mukono and Mpigi in an effort to provide for the protection of the population by 
"trying to end the insecurity that reigns in the capital region." 


Officials have also receive. orders to identify ex-soliders who served in the army 
under the Idi Amin regime. “Those among them who do not follow this directive 
will be conside ed to be partisans of the anti-government elements that operate in 
tnese sectors," Mr Muwanga said.

The ordinary bueineseman who hae risked hie capital, utilised his entrepreneurial 
caliente, and carried his enterprise through adverse trading conditions may well 
wonder what his future will be. 


The concept outlined by Mr. Mugabe etrikes at the heart of the concept of private 
enterprise, which ie that those who wish to participate in the affairs of a com 
pany do so by purchasing an interest. They acquire a right to decisionmaking by 
committing themselves in this tangible manner. 


if workers are to be permitted to decide what a company does with its profits, 
the profit-motive which is the driving force of private enterprise (however much 
thie may be decried by theorists) is largely destroyed. 


Government ie already the largest beneficiary in every business in Zimbabwe, 
taking 51.75 percent of profits without any risk or responsibility for debts. 
However, it does not inter‘ere with the operation of these enterprises. Workers’ 
councils, in Mr. Mugabe's scheme, would be inv’ ved with the decisionmaking 
processes, which businessmen may well interpret as unwarranted interference in 
their private business affairs.
